witnes« , and the sworn testim ony of 
Dr. Bind, his physician, that Pier« *« 
is threatened with pneu monia and u n­ 
ab le to leave liis room, and the severe 
cross-examination of Charles M. Ad 
ams, secret*ry-treasu rer of the Wat- 
ers-Pieree company, who was again on 
the stand and occu pied most of the 
day with b is testimony. 
Stock certifi­ 
cates w ere produ ced and read to show 
that the Standard company held stock 
in the W aters-Pierce company in 19 00, 
when that company was reorganized. 


A n o th e r M ail W h o D o esn 't K n o w . 
Adams was qu estioned closely

ownership

W aters 
Pierce stock. “Since you left the stand 
last night have you recalled anything 
regu rtling the ownership of W aters- 
Pierce stock prior to May 20, 19 00, 
the date of the reorganization of the 
company?” asked 
Attorney 
General 
Hadley. “ I have not,” Adams replied. 
Q. “Are you ab le to state w hether 
or not the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey owns a majority of tin 
stock of the W aters-Pierce company?” 
A. “I am not.” 
Q. “ Did you make ou t or see th? 
dividend certificates paid to stock hold 
ers of the W aters-Pierce company?” 
A. ” i cannot rememb er.”

ad infinitu m. W itness’ memory was of 
the worst kind.

The hook also showed that in March 
of 1885 a certificate for 400 shares, 
another for 400 shares and in March, 
189 0, still another certificate for 359 
shares of the W aters-Pierce Oil com­ 
pany stfa k were made ou t to the tru s 
fees of tlie Standard Oil tru st. The wit­ 
ness latei adm itted that the Standard 
Oil tru st and the Standard Oil com 
pau y of New Jersey were the same.

C. M. Pratt, of Brooklyn, and Adams 
admitted that Pratt was in some way 
connected with the Standard Oil com 
pau y.

He asked Adams 
whether the dividends declared on 
those shares were not divided propor­ 
tionately among officers and stockhold­ 
ers of the Standard Oil company, par­ 
ticu larly H. M. Tilford.

the roots possess purgative q ualities. 
The roots and fruit of both were for 
mcrly much used in medicine for this 
purpose. 
According to the superstition of the 
Romans, the manes of the dead fed on 
the roots of the asphodel. They planted 
It, therefore, in and around the ceme­ 
teries; hence to this day it covers with 
its beautiful golden blossoms as pro­ 
fusely as dandelions the Apulian hills 
und valley s, and the sheep feed on it 
greedily . 
It belongs to the same natural order 
of perennials, and the only difference 
between the asparagus and the as­ 
phodel appears to be in the fruit and 
the color of the flowers.

pose besides ringing y ou to worship. 
They mak e a good substitute for a 
barometer. As the atmosphere is tha 
sole conductor of sound from the bell 
to the ear, it Is obvious that the in 
tensity and q uality of the sound as 
perceived by the ear will depend on 
the state of the medium through which 
it comes. For Instance, if bells sound 
very distinctly of an evening, this 
points to the probability of a wet day 
following, since air heavily charged 
with moisture conducts sound better 
than dry air. So. too, as dense air con­ 
ducts better than light air, bells sound 
more clearly when the barometer Is 
high than when it is low, other things 
being eq ual, and so. too. with hot and 
cold air. These principles are fam iliar 
to all country foik living within the 
sound of church bells 
About live 
miles from Let>ek k e. iu Belgium, there 
are some small bells which are called 
“w ater bells." When they are heard 
distinctly iu the town rain is sure to 
1 follow.—London Spectator.

The frilled lizard is found in Austra­ 
lian woods, being tolerably abundant 
In north Queensland and the Kimber­ 
ley district of western Australia. 
It 
lives on teeth's such as are found on 
th© tree bark s. It ls about three feet 
long, measured from head to tall point. 
W hat mak es it rem ark able consists of 
two things—its hurried walk and its 
fighting anger. 
It carries a sort of natural umbrella 
top about Its neck , which lt elevates 
suddenly with an alarm ing effect even 
to ordinary ' lizard k illing dogs, scaring 
them as an umbrella opened in the face 
of a charging bull; hence it is called 
the frilled lizard 
Its teeth are not of 
much use as a defense against a vigor­ 
ous animal, but when it lights it uses 
Its long, lithe tail in a way to bring 
long bruises on one’s hands—In fact, 
could it be properly trained, it might 
serve as an automatic switch, which, 
lik e the magic rub-a-dub-dub stick , 
would at the word administer a thrash­ 
ing to the disobedient child. 
From the sclentiflc point of view tbe 
creature’s peculiar method of am bula­ 
tion ls most Interesting, because It pre­ 
sents an absurdly grotesq ue appear­ 
ance at such times, more especially 
from the rear It walk s bipedally or on 
two feet, lik e a bird, and so much does 
It resemble a bird iu Its walk , that lt 
seems to be the connecting link be­ 
tween the ancestors of birds and the 
lizards of today

Someth ing more th an twenty y ears 
ago, th e public uph eaval known as 
th e “ G ranger” movement took place. 
At th a t time a great and urgent de­ 
mand .was made by th e common peo 
pie for relief from various burdens 
wh ich were deemed oppressive. A 
reduction of railroad rates, both as 
to freigh t and passenger traffic be­ 
came th e topic of discussion, and 
was called for very 
urgently . All 
political parties recognized th e uni­ 
versal 
reeling th at railroad 
rates 
were too h igh , and incorporated in 
th eir platform as essential features 
promises th at rates sh ould be reduc­ 
ed. 
At th at time th e supreme court 
of th e United States h ad not as y et 
defined or decided wh at powers were 
possessed by state governments in 
th e control of railroad rates. 
As a result of proceedings brough t 
to establish th e law regarding con­ 
trol of railroad rates, it was decided 
by th e supreme court th at th e law. 
passed by our legislature auth oriz­ 
ing th e appointment of railroad and 
wareh ouse commissioners was legal, 
th at commissioners appointed by th e 
governor under th is act h ad power to 
regulate and establish rates for rail­ 
road service and wh en th ose rates 
were found by th e commissioners to 
be unreasonably h igh , th ey migh t be 
reduced to a reasonable rate. Wh en 
th e decision of th e supreme court 
was rendered, granting th ese powers 
to th e railroad commissioners, it was 
expected th a t an im mediate reduc­ 
tion of rates would be made. 
Th e railroad companies h ojv;ever, 
at th at time made a sh owing, wh ich 
under th e conditions th en existing 
resulted in delay in th e sweeping re­ 
ductions wh ich h ad been anticipated. 
At th at time th e earnings of th e 
companies were comparatively ligh t. 
Th e stocks of all railroads were sell­ 
ing at low prices. 
Illinois Central 
Railroad stock was worth about 7 0 
per cent of par value. 
Ch icago 
& 
North -W estern 
stock 
y vas 
worth 
about th e same figure. 
Rock Island 
stock was selling at about 8 0 per 
cent of par. 
None of th ese lines was 
pay ing regular dividends sufficient to 
equal th e current rate of interest on 
th e par value of th e stock of th ese 
companies. 
It was th en promised by 
th e state adm inistration th at wh en­ 
ever th e earnings of th e 
railroad 
companies sh ould 
be 
sufficient, to 
sh ow fair dividends on th e capital 
stock of th ^ companies, a reduction 
in rates sh ould be made. Among oth ­ 
er fair promises made to th e public, 
we were assured th a t passenger fares 
on th e main lines of roads sh ould 
in due time be reduced to 2 cents 
per mile. 
Th e appointm ent of th e 
railroad and wareh ouse commission­ 
ers is made by th e governor of th e 
state. 
W ith h im rests th e power to 
select men wh o will protect th e in- 


rifice th e interest of th e public 
enrich railroad stockh olders. 
\\ h en Rich ard Yates was elected 
governor of th e state of Illinois, th e 
opportune time h ad come wh en th e 
people h ad a righ t to expect th at th e 
long promised reductions sh ould take 
place. 
Illinois Central railroad stock 
h ad advanced steadily until it w’as 
selling at above 150. 
North -W estern 
stock, 
incited by th e 
unparalleled 
earnings of th e road was steadily 
mounting upward, and nad reach ed 
nearly 300. 
Regular and extra divi­ 
dends were th e order of th e day . For 
tunes were being created and again 
redoubled in stock speculation, due 
to th e enormous earning power of 
th ese railroads.

He deliberate­ 
ly appointed as railroad commission­ 
ers men wh o were linked so closely 
with railroad interests th at th ey were 
bound h and and foot to th ose inter 
ess. 
He utterly failed to appreciate 
th e fact th at th e enormous increased 
earning power of th e railroad com­ 
panies justified th e partial division 
of th ese profits among th e people.

AN APOLOGY. 
One of th e numerous troubles of 
an editor is tty fe uncertainty of th e 
effect h is editorials on th e public.

No Pooling Agreement Ex ists— The 
North-Western Earns fcliT,- 


7J M Annually on Mail. 


— P. J . Williams was here from 
j Amboy today on business. 


For the first time in the history 
of the railway mail service the gov­ 
ernm ent re-weighing of the mails in 
the western district is unaccompanied 
by strenuous competition by the rail­ 
roads for the transcontinental car­ 
rying contracts. 
This 
rem arkable 
condition 
has 
been brought about by an agreement 
among thanscontinental lines which 
is as businesslike as it is unique. Be­ 
fore 
the agreem ent was 
reached, 
however, all roads and combinations 
of roads between Chicago and the 
Pacific coast were prepared with new 
schedules to inaugurate the greatest 
competitivebidding for the mails that 
had ever taken place in the west. 


Time had been cut to Los Angeles 
and to San Francisco by twenty-four 
hours, so far as the delivery of the 
mails was concerned, and 
further 
speed was to be attem pted, when sud­ 
denly all trains were restored to their 
form er schedules and all strife ceas­ 
ed. A little later there was a slight 
re-arrangem ent of train service, and 
the m atter was dropped. 
Now, all 
lines leading to Los Angeles have 
common time, as do all lines leading 
to San Francisco. 


No Pooling Agreement. 
Contrary to opinion in some quar­ 
ters, there has beeh no pooling agree­ 
ment among the roads with respect 
to 
carrying 
of 
transcontinental 
mails. 
The companies have simply 
agreed to discontinue a costly and 
senseless strife 
for 
contracts and 
have decided to m aintain their train 
service in the best way to accommo­ 
date their passenger traffic and to 
let the mails go where they would 
naturally go. At present the Burling- 
ton-l’nion 
Pacific-Southern 
Pacific 
route is the largest in transcontinen­ 
tal mail carrying, so far as the San 
Francisco service is concerned, and 
this is the largest part of the busi­ 
ness. 
The southern California mails 
are divided between the Santa Fe, the 
Rock Island-Southern Pacific.and the 
lines from Chicago to Omaha, plus 
the Union Pacific.

the uniform of the Guides.

v ery Intim ate with Eugene de B eau­ 
harnais, whom lie sup p osed th a t he 
saw before him. 
Creep ing up like a 
cat, the p ainter leap ed and landed on 
the shoulders of the first consul. Nap o­ 
leon sup p osed th a t the roof w as falling 
or th a t the little lied Man, his phantom 
attendant, was 
strangling him. 
“W h at m eans this p leasantry ?” 
“ I thought it w as Eugene.” 
“ And If it had been Eugene, why 
should y ou break his shoulders? ” said 
Bonaparte, obviously remembering the 
end of another old anecdote: “ If it had 
been J ohn, why need y ou hit so hard? ” 
The end of it was thut Isabey left the 
acting company . 
Antonio Moro found 
It wiser, they say . to fly from Spain 
after reply ing by a practical joke to a 
familiarity of Philip II. of Spain. But 
Philip was a sulky anointed king; the 
first consul's shoulders were not y et 
anointed.—Andrew Lang In London Il­ 
lustrated News.

but walls are formed of matting of 
reeds, held together by black goat's 
ha.r thread, which is often so arranged 
as to form patterns on the yellow mats.
